THE Writers-of Duteb'News-Papers; a3 
‘swell as other -Perfons. of, Importance 
Abroad, have, it feems, taken gteat Offence 
at our ufe of the word Mercenary, whenapplied 
to the Foreign Troops, which were lately ip 
Her M——y’s Pay. And though the Vindica. 
tion of it may be-a Task more proper for the 
Gazetteer, than for the Examiner, yet to obtige 
a Brother-Writer, who. ’tis likely is otherways 
engaged, # here obferve, that thofe who make 
the Objection cannot be very well acquainted, 
either with Latin or Aiiftory: For that Word is 
the only proper one to fignify fuch Troops as 
are wholly maintained by a Foreign Power ; efpe. 
cially if their own Sovereign has no part in the 
War ; which is the Cafe of the Danifh, and fome 
of the German Forces. It need not therefore be ¥ 
taken for a Term of Reproach , there being no 
other Word, which fo properly expreffes: the 
Thing intended. Fot Auxiliary Forces, as fome 
would have thefe called, are only thofe who en- 
gage as Allies; and either wholly or in part pro- 
vide for their own Subfiftence. - Suppofe how- 
ever this Word to be taken in it’s worft Senfe. 
(for 1 own it is fometimes ufed_ in no very 
good one) even then perhaps 'it-would pot be 
ill apply’d, to thofe who are the Subjed& of 
the prefent Debate. We 'fhould have a wron 
Notion fire, of the Wiftom, Sigactty ant 
profound Politicks of fome Princes, were we 
not perfuaded, that whet they ordered their 
Troops fo- difhonourably to leave their bonef 
old Paymafters, they were well fatisfy’d that 
the Emperor and the States, would at leaf 
make them amends for alf'the Lofles they might 
faftain by*fuch a Defertion; end that they 
received farther Affurantes that thofe Poten, 
tates would continue the War, and confequent- 
ly thefe Troop in their Service; whereas if 
they adhered to Her Brirannick Majefty, they 
would be niaintain’d at moft but'a few Months 
Jonger.. We fhall thérefére’ ftill take the Li- 


berty to fay, that in every Selif ‘of the V ord,, 


they are Mercenary, very Merbenary Forces. 
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
